down will enable a Clerk of the meaneſt 
capacity to prepare the Memorials, and to 
complete the Regiſtring of all kinds of 
Deeds, &c. without any other aſſiſtance, 
and that in a more correct and conciſe 
manner than has kitherto been made uſe of, 
and will I hope be a means of avoiding thoſe 
frequent errors which daily ariſe, either from 
following imperfe& precedents, of from an 
inattention to the forms preſcribed by the 
Act of Parliament.
